1. If the payment is based on the net
revenue of the F. R. T. In the year
"preceding operation of the new high-
speed lines, it must contemplate com-
pensation only for such lors as may be
oceasloned by notual diversion of traflic,
and only then provided a standard form
of bookkeeping, supervised by the city,
is In vogue.

2. If the preferential payvment Is
based on the present investment In
transit properties, it must contemplate
guarantees of interest only on the ac
tun! cash which has been Invested since
1885, when electricity came into use
locally as motive power,

In no case should the city's lability
exceed $750,000 annually, and then only
with the understanding that any pay-
ment should be taken from the earnings
of the new lines and not from the city
treasury.

Any preferential payment based on
other lines would be subject immediately
to suspicion. It would, In fact, be a
sacrifice of the public Interest,

We look to the Mayor to see to It that
the co-operative agreoment, with the mod-
iflcation suggested in the 1916 report of
the Departmeft of City Tranait, s sub-
stantlally adhered to. Any attempt to
folst on the city a less advantageous op-
erating agreement will be exposed and
fought by this newspaper.

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THE VANISHING OF RICHARD ASHHURST

Strange Tale of the Visit of the Philadelphia Postmaster to At-
lantic City in 1911 and His Mysterious Disappearance
After Entering the Great Pier

By JOHN ELFRETH WATKINS

ICHARD L, ASHHURST, a sclon of

one of Philadelphia's most prominent
families, was born in Naples, Italy, in
1838, while his wenlthy parents were
temporarily sojourning there. After being
graduated at the University of Pennsyl-
vania In 1858, he studied law and was
admitted to the bar before the outbreak
of the Civil War, throngh which he
fought for the Unlon cause, He was
wounded at Gettyvsburg, and as a re
ward for bravery at Chancellorsville was
brevetted major. He was ons of the
QUnknr City's intellectunl glants, was
vice dean of the exclusive Shakespeare
Boclety, vwice chancellor of ths Law
Associatlon and was prominent in many
leirned socleties and patriotic orders,
When he wns long past middle life he
was appointed postmaster of Philadel-
phia by President llﬂosevelt.‘

On January 30, 1811, Mr. Ashhurst,
then seventy-two years old, suddenly
declded to make a trip to At'antle City,
Accompanied by his son John, he
reglaterad at the Marlborough Blenhelm
hotel. That same evening ot 645 he
telegraphed to his wife In Philndelphia:
"Came Atlantlo City unexpectedly. Quite
well. Will explain by letter, Home
early tomorrow."

An hour and a quarter later he wired
to the assistant postmaster at Philadel.
phia; . =

“Ran down to Atlantic City. Back in
office Wednesday." About 845 Mr,
Ashhurst left his hotel by a side door and
entered a Boardwalk rolling chair in
charge of a negro.

“Take me to the Milllondaollar Pler*
he instructed the chalrpusher, who de-
livered him at the entrance to that struc.
ture anbout § o'clock. According to the
negro’s testimony, Mr, Ashhurst while rid-
ing to the pler was In & very happy mood,
In fact, he cracked jokes with the ool
ared man. whom he Instructed not to
walt. Belng somewhat lame, he entered
the pler lsaning .upon his cane,

According to the polios description
given out at the tme, Mr. Ashhurst
welghed 160 pounds, waas b feot 8 inches
tall, wore & black overcoat and black
derby hat, was amooth shaven, with the
exception of a clogely trimmed mustache,
and had a ruddy complexion. Nothing
was ever seen of him after he entered
the pler, and the only trace of him that
wus ever found thereafter was his cane
lying at one mide of the structure, It
was ploked up five days after the distin.
guished Phlladelphlan disappoured.

Around midnight, when Mr., Ashhurst
fulled to return to his hotel, his son be-
came slarmed and called the chief of
police out of bed with the request that &
search be lustituted. The search was
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to be despondent and to be In an un-
usually merry mood. The fact that he
hnd telegraphed his family that he would
shortly return home Indlcated that he
did not contemplate sulclde. as did the
fact that he continually joked with the
chalrpusher on his way to the pler., Had
he fallen overboard from the pler his
corpse would have almost certalnly
washed nshore upon some of the Jersey
beaches, Yet the finding of his cane
seamed to Indicate that he did not leave
the pler voluntarily, as his lameness
would have rendered it difficult for him
to walk unassisted.

Detectives and boatmen, with grappling
Irons and long poles, for days drugged the
ocean under and around the pier from
which the postmaster so mysteriously
vanished, but their efforts were futile.
Policse of Philndelphla and other olties,
88 well ag the Federal postoffice in-
spectors, Governmeont lfesaving corpa
along the middle Atlantic corst and Fed-
eral Secret Service agents, jolned in the
search, but to no avall. One of the Be-
cret Service men detailed upon the coase
wis quoled as saying that be belleved
Mr, Ashhurst not to have been drowned,
but to have gone away “for reasons of
his own," Detectives, who Immediately
after the disappenrance had scoured
every nook and cranny of theé pler for evi.
dence, were (nclined to look with some
susplclon upon the fact that the van.
Ished man's cane was located upon the
structure five days after their search had
commenond,

Members of the Ashhurat family declined
to make any statement that would tend
to throw lght upon thelr own theorles
until seventeen days after the disappear-
ance, when they merely Inserted In the
Philndeiphin papers a notico that Mr.
Ashhurst had died at Atlantic Clty on
January 350, the day of his disappearance,
